TAYLOR’S FURNITURE HOUSE DE- 
STROYED BY FIRE. 


Recorder Patterson Decides That Mr. Huff Must Pay 
His Business License—The Decision to be Re-. 
sisted and the Case to be Carried to the 
Superior Court~An Infent Dead. 


MAcoN, Ga., February 14, 2:15 a. m —[Spe- 
cial.]—At 11:45 last night the furniture house 
of Charles Taylor & Sons, Cotton avenue, was 
discovered in flames by Dr. R. B. Hall and 
Zach Parks, a printer, the smoke issuing from 
crevices in the walls. The alarm was sounded, 
and all the fire department came out. The 
police tried to enter the building through the 
front door, but were driven back by smoke. 
The fire seemed to be located in the cellar. 
Stream after stream of water was thrown, 
but with little effect, the firemen making a 
brave fight to save the wholesale grocery house 
ot George 8. Jones, adjoining. 

At this hour the fire is still raging without 
apparent diminution of its fury. The building 
was probably fired by an incendiary, as no fire 
was about the premisestoday. An attempt to 
burn it was made six months ago, when it was 
fixcd in two places, but burned out itself with 
little Camage. It is one of the fihest blocks of 
buildings on the avenue. The building 
is owned by Mrs. J. L. [Kennedy, 


é worth at least five thousand dollars. The insur- 


ance is unknown. The stock of furniture, etc., 
is worth twelve thousand, insured for nine 
thousand. 

Six streams of water are still being thrown 
on the building, and the hook and ladder com- 
panies are at work.

The Case of Hon. W. A. Huff. 

Macon, Ga., February 13.—[Special.]—In 
the trial of the of Hon. W. A. Huff, 
charged with violating the business license or- 
dipance, in the recorder’s court, on Wednes- 
gay last, the recorder, it will be remembered, 
reserved his decision. The pointsin the case 
bave already been detailed in this column. 
City Attorney Harris thinks the act of 1835 is 
constitutional. The only part of the bond 
act which cannot be repealed is, that part, 
which if repealed, would affect some right of 
the bondholder. he taxing power of the 
legislature cannot be surrendered by any con- 
tract or agreement. Col onelJ.FE, Jones, presi- 
dent of the bond commission, considers the 
repealing act perfectly constitutioual, and 
does not think that it impairs the contract be- 
tween the city and the bondholders. 

Mr. Huff claims that the act increasing the 
license tax from 315,000 to 330,000, is uncon- 
<titutional, and isan injustice to holders of 
the city bonds; that if the legislature can in- 
crease the tax in the face of the inviolable 
contract between the city of Macon and the 
bondholders, the same legislature has the 
power to amend the entire act, in such manner 
us to enable the city council to issue additional 
bonds, according to the judgment of the coun- 
ei], to protect the diversified and growing in- 
terests of the city.

Bill Walks Over the Premises to See How Every- 
thing Has Fared in His Absence—A Mother's 
Affection for Her Children—The Tele- 
phone Suit and Other Politics. 


I am now reminded of how Dan’l Webster 
began his great speech: “When the mariner has 
been tossed for many days in thick weather 
and on an unknown sea, he avails himself of 
the first pause in the storm—the earliest 
glance of the sun—to take his latitude and 

scertain how far the tempest has driven him 
from his course.’ Now that we have united 
the broken family and rested for a few days, 
and exchanged the family news and every 
one has had a chance to talk and my 
wife, Mrs. Arp, has almost dried up her tears 
as she told of trials and _ troubles 
and tribulations we begin to look round and 
take our latitude and see where we are. In- 
side the house we find the walls covered with 
new paper and the overhead ceiling painted 
and the long mantles adorned with home-made 
lamb skins or some such name that the girls 
fixed up, and the pilasters have been painted 
with vines and birds, and just over the fire- 
place is a motto in graphic letters, “The orna- 
ments of this house are the friends who visit 
it These childrsn did it all, and it kept them 
employed and happy. They have recovered 
the lounge and made tidies for the chairs and 
put some more lamb skins over the windows, 
and patched up the old carpet and turned it 
round and turned it over and they have paint- 
ed the window and door casings and the wash- 
board, and the fireplace jams and sent the 
broken chairs to the shop to be mended, and 
have hemmed some new sheets and made Car! 
and Jessie some clothes, and nowtheir mother 
has nothing to do but sit in the corner and 
talk and talk and talk and tell the 
nabors all about Florida and the 
orange groves and the beautiful Jakes and the 
great long river that runsup hill, and so fourth 
and so fifth and so on up toa hundred. [| find 
a big lot of letters to answer, most of them 
with kind Wordsand full of sympathy, and 
some begging for help and charity, and some 
few clamorous fcr that little passel of money 
that has been duea long time, these darned 
little gust debts that worry a man and take 
awsy his appetite. Sometimes when the same 
mail brings a beg and a dun I feel like 
answering the first by sending the last 
for there is no other way to convince them 
that I bave got a rich man’s ways and a poor 
man’s purse. 

I have been looking around the premises 
and found a water-gate gone and the nabors’ 
bogs in the meadow, and I’ve got to fix the 
gate before Carl can dog the hogs. A big tree 
has fallen ceross the grape arbor. My new ax 
that was all steel has disappeared. The big 
buggy must have a new wheel, the cabin must 
haveanew board roof, the orchard needs prun- 
ing, the garden must be broken up and made 
ready fer peas and potatoes and lettuce and 
radishes. The children have kept the stock in 
good order and there is a new calfand some 
lambs and thesick boy wanted to see thea 
and we hadto carry him to the south piazza 
where he could see the barn andthe horses 
and cattle and the spring branch, and we prop- 
ped his grasshopper legs on the banisters and 
be was happy—so bappy that he soon was hum- 
miug ‘the sword of Bunker hill” and “willow 
tit willow’ and other songs he used 
to love. By and by he struck on Dixie. 
“I’m gwine back to Dixie—l’m gwiue 
back to Dixie where the orange blossoms 
grow’ and he stopped and smiled as he said, 
‘“notyet awhile—no more orange blossoms for 
me.” Thechildrenhad ahigh old time du- 
ring the cold spell. One morning Carl found

And while they are merrily reciting their ad- 
ventures, Mrs. Arp’s big eyes are watering up 
as usual, and she has Jessie on one side and 
Carlon the other, and rightthen she would 
fight niggers and wild cats, and shed all her 
blood drop by drop and mine, too, I reckon, in 
their defense. A good man would save his 
wife first, but a good woman would go for her 
children, and let her husband take his chances, 
especially if he was as old and seedy asI am, | 
wish everybody was good and kind. What'a 
happy world it would be! No courts nor jails 
nor chaingangs; no locks nor bars; no wiid 
alarms nor fear of theives or robbers; no look- 
ing under the bed foraman. I never see; 
lock in a door but it makes me feel bad for a 
moment, for it is a silent reflection on human- 
ity. Itis a national proof of dishonesty. The 
poet says that 

‘‘Man’s inhumanity to man 
Mekes countless thousands mourn.’ 

And there is no good reason for it. If one 
man can be good and kind it looks like another 
could. If original sin has infected the human 
race it looks like everybody would be mean 
alike, but they are pot. In fact some are not 
mean atall. They are born kind and full of 
syinpathy, and they are more of them than 
the world or the preachers know. I know it 
better now. for in our late trials and 
affliction we had kind words and com- 
fort from far and near, from friends 
known and unknown, and it did us good an4 
enlarged our love and respect for mankind and 
womankind, and so i wanted to reverse the pot 
et’s lines and say: 

Man’s humanity to man makes countless thou- 
sands rejoice. 

I had no right to impose our grief upon the 
public and was sorry 1 had mentioned it, but 
lam not sorry now, for the sympathy that 
came full and free from many hearts has been 
a lesson we will never forget. “One touch of 
nature makes the whole world kind.” I believe 
that ifit was not for the love of money 
we would havea right good world. I mean 
of course the inordinate love of money that 
like one of the seven devils seems to possess 
mankind. Itisa growing evil and threatens 
the public security. Itis silently and surely 
brecding anarchy and communism, The good 
people of the south had banked their faith 
and their hopes on reform and the purity of 
the present administration.

THE PROBABLE LENGTH OF THE 
PRESENT SESSION. 


The Tariff, Silver, and Stubborn Republican Gen- 
ators May Cause a Long Seige—Republican 
Senators Who are Looking Toward the 
White House—Washington Notes, 


WASHINGTON, February 13.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.|—Congress met almost three 
monthsago. Inthe house over ten thousand 
bills have been introduced and half as many in 
thesenate. The preparation and introduction of 
this vast number of bills is almost the measure 
of congressional labor up tothe present time. 
Still this is not necessarily an indication of an 
unusualiy long session. When congress settles 
down to work it can move wonderfully fast. 
Judge Holman, of Indiana, one of the veteran 
members of the house, thinks thatan adjourn- 
ment will be had in July. Mr. Randall says 
there is no reason why congress cannot finish 
iteswork by thattime. The chief danger of 
delay lies in the prospect of a protracted dis- 
cussion of the tariff. On this question there 
ee least as much division 
among the democrats as there was two years 
ago and Mr. Morrison may suffer ‘another de- 
feat in the body where he weilds so potent an 
influence. Ifthe house passes any tariff bill 
it will be Mr. Morrison’s. The senate is just 
assure pot to pass any bill embodying the 
views of that distinguished reformer. 
The tariff debate, therefore, promises an 
abundant deliverance of wit and wisdom with- 
out the possibility of any practical result. 

SILVERY ORATORY. 

Much has already been said on silver in both 
houses, especially in the senate, but many of 
the statesmen who have not yet been heard on 
this question are heavily loaded and only 
await an opportunity for firing 
off. One of the spurs to an 
early adjournment is the approach of the con- 
gressional campaign. In amonth or two con- 
gressional conventions will begin to assemble 
and by June they will be thick. A member, 
who desires another term is placed at a serious 
disadvantage. If he remains here he can 
hardly keep up withthe movements of the 
opposing aspirants. If he goes home he is ac- 
cused of neglecting public duty totake care of 
his private interests.

Nearly all the republican leaders of nat- 
ional repufation are in the senate, and they 
must be active to remain prominent before the 
public, and to build up their way to higher 
honors. Among them Senators Sherman, Lo- 
gan, Evartsand Edmunds are especially con- 
spicuous as presidential candidates, 
while Senators Harrison, Allison, 
Hawley and Hoar compose a 
less prominent, but not less active group of 
gazers toward the white house. Eight presi- 
dential candidates in one party, and in one 
bedy atthe Sametime are quite sufficient to 
insure its demoralization. 
THE PRESIDENT'S PORTRAIT. 

Recently President Cleveland and his full 
cabinet met at a photograph _ gallery 
in Washington and were taken in group. 
F xcellent likenesses of all of them were ob- 
tained and have sold largely. Big and little 
photographs of the president are on sale all 
over Washington. They are in various styles 
and most of them are rather flattering. The 
most faithful photograph of him isa vignette 
giving a three-cuarters view of his face, the 
original of which was taken just after 
his election. Frequent inquiries are made for 
photographs of Miss Cleveland, but none are 
to be had in theshops. Miss Cleveland ha3 had 
several pictures taken since she became the 
mistress of the white house, but in each case 
the photographer has been required to de- 
stroy the negative. 

Numerous applications haye been made 
to the president for the privilege 
of portraying his robust form on canvas. None 
of these received favorable consideration until 
the friends of Mr. Albert Guerry obtained the 
presidential consent tosit for a portrait by 
that excellent artist. Mr. Guerry will be re- 
membered well in Atlanta. He resided there 
from 1876 to 1878, and paintéd the portraits of 
Senator Hill, General Toombs and Mr. 
Stephens, besides other prominent Georgians. 

The president gave Mr. Guerry several sit- 
tings last summer, but the demands upon his 
time induced a delay of the work, which has 
recently been resumed. Mr. Guerry has 
opened a studio in Washington, and if his 
portrait of Clevaland is a success he will proba- 
bly have his hands full of work. 

It will be a full length life-size figure, and 
will be finished during the next two or three 
months. 

A WASHINGTON REVIVAL. 

The fame of even the greatest men seems to 
rise and fall in the popular mind. On the com- 
pletion of the Washington monument a year 
ago, George Washington was the absorbing 
topic. New editions of the best lives of him 
that have been written were printed and sold 
faster than the latest of popular publications. 
The boat which usually carries a score or two 
of pilgrims daily to Mount Vernon, was crowd- 
ed toits utmost capacity for several weeks. 
The papers teeméd with poetic and unpoetic 
tributes to the only American on record who 
never told a lie. This revival of enthusiasm 
over the founder ot the republic has not yet 
subsided into the calm and universal venera- 
tion which it disturbed into demonstrative 
vigor. On the approaching anniversaty of 
Washington’s birthday thereisto be an im- 
posing pilgrimage of several thousand people 
to Mount Vernon.

THE SUSQUEHANNAH RISING. 

HARRISKURG, February 13.--A break of ice 
in the Susquchannah at this point occurred 
this morning. Much damage resulted. At 
Middletown the water rose nine to twelve 
fect carrying the ice over both the Reading 
and Vennsylvania railroad tracks, packing 
the ice so tightly as to stop transportation. 
North of here several bridges were carried 
away. 

BALTIMORE, February 13.—The warm rain 
of last night and this morning caused a break 
in the ice gorge in the Susquehanna river op- 
poslte Port Deposit.

THE RISE IN MASSACHUSETTS RIVERS. 

Boston, February 13.—The rainfall in this 
section isalmost unprecedented. In this city 
the fall has been nearly six inches in two days, 
equal to an average fall of two months. A vast 
amount Of damage has been done in many 
parts of New England, especially to roads and 
bridges, causing irksome delays totravel. In 
many places mills, foundries and dwellings 
have been flooded. The damage must aggre- 
gate a large amount. In single localities the 
damage is as high as $50,000. All the cotton 
and other factories along the line of the rivers 
are closed up on account of the flood. 

In Boston Highland district the Westminster 
apartment hotel will be a complete wreck. 
The dwellings on the flooded streets are most- 
ly three stories with marble fronts, and as the 
ground had already settled greatly before the 
floods, it is probable that most of this section 
will have to be rebuilt. 

A careful estimate places the damage by the 
flood in Brockton at $75,000. 

The Roxburg carpet company, the Boston 
belting company, and others have filed claims 
egainst the city for damages occasioned by 
the floods. Allthe pumping engines the city 
can raise are being used to pump out the cel- 
lars, Over 500 people are confined to 
upper stories, and have to be supplied with 
provisions by boats. The Boston belting com- 
pany’s factory is almost afloat. Their loss is 
over $75,000. The Roxburg carpet company’s 
loss 360,000. Two hundred houses 
on Tremont street are damaged $10.000, and 
400 houses on Ruggles, Winter, Spencer 
Cabot and Calvert streets, total of 3100,000. 
‘There were many narrow escapes from drown- 
ing teday, At Peabody, Mass., six hundred 
feet of Foster street is submerged.

Jonesit appears had been sick for quite awhile 
but about forty-eight hours before his death he ap- 

ared at Green’s home on the McDonough road. 
No one knew from whence he came or where he 
hed been. Soon after Jones entered Green's house 
Dr. Morris, a young Le ery was calliedin. The 
doctor soon ascertain that Jones was suffering 
froma complication of diseases and did all he 
could for him, but without avail, for Jones died 
sbout midnight Thursday night. Early the next 
morning, between daylight and sun up two men 


appeared at  Green’s home and _ said 
that they had come for the body and that 
an inguest was to be held. Green 


declined to give up the Body and sent for Doctor 
Morris. The dector responded to the call and 
told the men with the hearse that there was no ne- 
*cessity for an inquest; that he had attended the 
darkey in his last ilinessand that hé was willing 
to give a burial certificate. The men then drove 
away and Doctor Morris began considering the 


matter. He finally came to the conclusion that 
a post mortem examination would be a safeguard

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New York, February 13.—[Special.}—Han- 
cock and Grant were at West Point together. 
They were good friends, and Hancock used to 
call his future chief by the familiar nickname 
of “Sam Grant.” Long afterward, during the 
Wilderness campaign—it was the day after the 
great attack at Spottsylvania, when Hancock 
reported: “I have finished up Johnson and am 
now going into Early”’—Grant nominated 
Hancock for brigadier general in the regular 
army. Hancock remembered the old relation- 
ship of cadet time, and said to the brother-in- 
law of the general in chief, who told him the 
news, “I love Sam Grant.” 

The regard was mutual. At one moment in 
the battle of the Wilderness things looked very 
dark. Warren was driven back to the center 
and arush of stragglers came hurrying in to- 
ward Grant’s headquarters, with news that 
Hancock was routed. Grant was seated on 
the ground whittling a stick; hesimply turn- 
ed his stick around and whittled the other 
end, and when it was again reported that Han- 
cock had been driven he said grimly: “I 
don’t believe it.’ In a few moments word 
came directly contrary to the earlier rumor, 
Instead of retreating Hancock had rushed the 
enemy. Then Grant looked upand said with 
as much enthusiasm asl ever knew him to 
betray: ““Hancock’s a glorious soldier.” 

He never changed this opinion. Hancock 
was always given the advance or the exposed 
pesition. He bore the brunt of the battle of 
the Wilderness; he made three terrible aszaults 
at Spottsylvania; he led the march to the 
North Anna, and was inthe thickest at Cold 
Harbor. His troops were the first of the army 
of the Potomac to come up before Petersburg, 
and in the subsequent movements on both 
sides of the James, at Deep Bottom 
ard at the explosion of Burnside’s 
mine,—always, until the opeming of anold 
wound compelled him to leave the field, Han- 
cock wasgiven the command which required 
the most superb daring, the clearest head, the 
most sustained military ability. More than 
once I heard General Grant say that if Meade 
were removed he should give the command of 
the army of the Potomac to Hancock. 

In the march from Cold Harbor to the 
James, Grant’s headquarters came up with 
Hancock at the point where Long Bridge had 
ence crossed the Chickahominy. While the 
troops were passing the commanders dismount- 
ed and Grant, Hancock and Meade were 
stretched on the grass together, with their 
officers around. Never were three great 
soldiers in completer personal accord, 
There was no assumption on _ the part 
of Grant and _ the feeling of 
cameraderie was perfect. They chaffed each 
other; they told stories of West Point and the 
frontier; they discussed the movements in 
which they were engaged, and finally Meade 
referred tosome resolutions of a petty Penn- 
sylvaniaconvention nominating Hancock for 
the presidency. Both Grant and Meades poked 
fun at Hancock for this, and he good-natured- 
ly received it all. Indeed, it rather tickled 
him. 

He was notappointed a brigadier in the regz- 
ular army for Spottsylvania, but Grant was 
persistent, and in August nominated him 
again. This time the promotion was conferred. 

In 1866 the grade of general was created for 
Grant. This made Sherman lieutenant-general 
and left a vacancy among the major-generals, 
to which Grant promptly appointed Hancock, 
who thus received both his promotions to the 
rank of general from his old cadet comrade. 

During the reconstruction period they were 
én different sides. Grant helieved that con- 
gress was right in the long gtraggle with An- 
drew Jobuson, but. Hancock espoused the 
views of the president. Grant at first had no 
suspicion of the leaning of Hancock and when 
it became apy arent that Mr. Johnson was de- 
termined to remove Sheridan from com- 
wand at NewOrleans and substitute Han- 
«ook, the  general-in-chief sent a_ staff 
cficer to warn him of the purpose of the pres- 
ident, and of what he considered its mischiey- 
eustendency. Hancock, however, was ord :red 
by Johnson to report at Washington before he 

ty Went to New Orleans, and Grant, who was now 
convinced that Johnson’s course was full of 
€anger to the country, went in person to visit 
Hancock at his rooms in Willard’s hotelpeto 
“puthim en his guard. But Hancock had al- 
ready determined on his conduct, and was net 
to be affecied by Grant’s advice or urging. 

From this time their relations were strain- 
ed. Hancock proceeded to New Orleans against 
the wish of Grant, determined to carry out 
Mr. Johnson’s policy, which the generual-in- 
chief believed to be almost treasonable, and 
which he was directed by congress to thwart. 
Hancock constantly issued orders in conform- 
ity wtth the views of the president, which 
Grapt as constantly overruled. Finally Han- 
cock asked to be relieved and the request was 
grantcd. 

They never again had any pleasant inter- 
course. There were times when each sup- 
rored the other had been discourteous. Grant 
was told that Hancock came to his headquar- 
ters and wrote his name without pay ng the 
general-in-chiefike courtesy of a further visit 
and remarks of cach were repeated to the 
other, not calculated to encourage amiable sen- 
timents. But there was no positive hostility. 

When Hancock was nominated for the pres- 
idency, Grant,in the privacy of his own house 
at Galena, uttered some caustic criticisms to 
an indiscreet visitor, which the same day 
were telegraphed to the entire world. Among 
other things he said that Haucock was “ambi- 
tious, vain and weak.” Hancock at first re- 
fused to believe that Grant had used the 
words, butthoughthey were never meant for 
the public, Grant could not and would not dis- 
avow them when the reporters rushed for coa- 
firmation ordenis!]. Then Hancock was very 
“much pained and I doubt whether a reconcili- 
ation could have been effected. 

In hislJast days General Grant more than 
once spoke to me of this circumstance, and re- 
gretted the pain he had given Hancock. He 
was generous in his praise, and—though he 
criticised what he thought foibles and graver 
fauite—he deciared that he ought not to have 
used the words which Hancock disliked. This, 
Hancock never knew; but, with equal nobil- 
ity, he bore his part in the great funeral 
over his ancient chief and comrade. 
The wajestic character of those rites, that 
attracted the attention of the world, was 
greatly due to the tender care and chivalrous 
punctilio of him who thought the dead chief- 
tain had woun ded him. 

The two soldiers have fought their last fight 
and ended every difference. Each at the last 
was full of soldierly and brotherly generosity 
for the other.

Sage’s precipitancy in leaving the short side of 
Western Union, but the incident recalls a story 
told of Washington Connor and his relations 
with Mr. Sage. I give it for what it is worth: 

It is said, then, that on one occasion Mr. Jay 
Gould found himself heavily short of certain 
stocks, of which Hon. Rasse!l Sage was carry- 
ing a large block. Mr. Gould saw that the 
stock was likely to rise ranidlyin value, and a 
large loss stared him in the face. He wasina 
quandary. If he attempted to buy he would 
inevitably put the market up on himself. Mr. 
Wasbington Connor, his trusted lieutenant, it 
is said, came to the rescue. 

“lb fix that,” he is said to have remarked, 
with that characteristic smile that is so sug- 


gestive of Ah Sin, “I'll attend to that, Mr. 


Gould.” 

The offices of the two famous financiers are 
in the same building opposite Trinity church- 
yard, on the corner .of Broadway and Rector 
street. It was but a’step Info Mr. Sage’s office, 
end there, if financial tradition is to be trusted, 
Mr. Connor did a tale unfold about the stock 
in question, whose lightest word was enouga 
to makethe man who was afterward nearly 
beside himself at the loss of 
five millions in “puts? unload at once. Did 
Washington C r@ecretly set his corps of 
brokers buying @p the stock as fast as the old 
financier threw it overboard? And was the 
Hon. Russell Sage “hopping mad” when he 
found into whose office it had gone and how 
be had been taken in by the keen young man 
from the 19th ward? So it is said. 

The business outlook is gradually improv- 
ing. Weshall doubtless be exporting wheat 
ig to an important extent. Meantime 
theap and in Wall street the bulls 
are in humor for a bear hunt.

A Talk With Edison. 

NEW YorRK, February § 13.—[Special.]— 
I have just had a talk with Mr. Edison, the 
inventor, regarding his new invention for tele- 
srapbing to and from moving railroad trains. 
The pvblic exhibitions have closed after a 
weck of great success. The peculiarity of this 
system is that a small battery and a small table 
for the operator’s instrnment may be placed in 
any railroad car; and from these, by means of 
a wire leading tothe ordinary metal roof of 
the car, telegraphic messages can be sent 
through the air to the ordinary wires that ran 
alongside the track. The electric current is 
drawn by induction either to or from the 
wires, and itis of sucha nature that it does 
not interfere With the currents which earry 
messages along the wires in the usual manner. 
Neither is it interfered with by those currents. 
No matter whether there are two wires or two 
hundred by the side of the track. Messages 
can be sent or received on the car without 
confusion. All that is needed is to put in the 
Edison instrumentat any station along the road 
in orcer to establish communication. And 
this apparatus, being near by the ordinary tel- 
egraph instruments in the same office, mes- 
sages can be at once forwarded by the regular 
channels to any station where there is no Ed- 
ison apparatus. On the Staten Island railroad 
dispatches were sent and received every day 
fora week as rapidly as they would be in the 
telegraph offices that we commonly 
use which have direct wire con- 
nection with other offices. The marvel 
about this system is that it requires no special 
wire, but enables the transmission of messages 


along the common wire and through the air 


space between them and any moving train, be 
the space 50 feet or even 200 feet wide. The 
secrets of the Edison apparatus have not been 
divulged, tut it is known that it gives to the 
electric current a musical tone which is heard 
through telephonic receivers. The dots and 
dashes of the Morse alphabet are thus made 
audible in short or long sounds ond the ordi- 
nary telegraph key is used. Mr. Edison and 
associates, Mr. Wiley Smith and E.T.Gilliland, 
are confident that messages may be sent in 
this way to stations 1,000 miles distant, be- 
cause the moment the current reaches the 
wires it will run any distance without losing 
its eflicacy. I attended the pub- 
lic exhibitions and noticed that there was 
not the slightest hitch in the working. There 
are a few sceptics, but the prevailing opinion 
secms to be that this practicable invention is 
going to be of great use in train dispatching, 
newspaper reporting, police telegraph work, 
and ordinary business and travelers’ messages. 
The instrument may be placed in a baggage or 
passenger car and changed in a few minutes 
from wne car to another.

Caught on the Run. 

What a curious case is this contest .ovér the 
corpse of J. W. Pierce! 

Let us review the testimony. A wealthy stock 
dealer from Texas is in A ta with. his friends. 
His name is J. W. Pearce. He buys the Arabian 
mare, Gypsy, and starts home. In the Georgia 
Pacific wreck he is killed. His son telegraphs 
from Texas, asking that his pemeins be buried in 
Atlanta for the present. 

Shortly afterward a Mrs. Wasireemattested a lady 

of irreproachable character by highest authority— 
appears in Atlantaand claims that J. W. Pierce 
was really J. P. Weaver, her Ausband and the 
father of her children. 


Mr. Walter Brown is made her attorney, and the 
corpse is exhumed, It is identified by the pecu- 
liar pitch of the toes, by a wound in the neck, and 
of course by the features. Mrs. Weaver being 
satisfied the corpse is returned to its grave. The 
next day it is exhumed again, and an Atlantalady 
whojknew Weaver identifies it instantly and posi” 
tively as that gentleman. 


In the meantime Mr. Belton, of Texas. who was 
with the dead man on his trip to Georgia, declares 
that the Weaverstory is absurd—that he knew

same proportionthat the corpse is that of Pierce. 
The son and son-in-law of Mr. Pierce are men of 
a character beagee sianding, and say it is impos- 

fact that Pierce was Weaver. 


Mrs. Weaver reap pears, reinforced by a leading 
Indianapolis physician. Judge Lochrane is brought 
into her counsels. Her physician swears that 
Weaver was shotin the back of the neck, while liv 
ing in Indianapolis, by a Mr. Eaton, because of 
trouble with Mrs Eaton. He probed for the ball 
and dressed the wound. The corpse is exhumed 
again, and the wound is found exactly as describ- 
ed, and issworn to by the physician. A letter 
written witha stylographic pen to Mrs. Weaver, 
signed by J. P. Weaver, and posted at Atlanta the 
day before the Georgia Pacitic accident, is produc- 
ed. A stylographic pen | paper corresponding 
to that on which the leiter was written are found in 
the dead man’s effects.

He was handsome, wild and unsteady, 
but popularand lovable. His fortune permitted 
him to trayel freely, and he drifted on of hi 
tours to New Orleans, where he stabbed a Spaniard 
and was thrown into jail. Among his prison mates, 
as the story goes, was a young fellow named Elijah 
Barber, who came from Gwinnett county, in this 
State. The two were inseparable, and bore remark 
ble personal resemblance to each other. Bunkley 
died suddenly and was buried by the prison au 
thorities.

Of course nothing of this was known to the good 
people in the quaint town of Clinton, Jones county 
Ga. So when in 183! a good looking, but travel- 
worn man entered the village and proclaimed him- 
self Stephen Bunkley, who had been absent and 
unheard of for more than ten years, there were 
none to gainsay him. Mrs. Bunkley, then Mrs. 
Lowther, was very cautious in accepting the new 
comer as her son,and,was harshly criticised therefor 
It soon developed however, that the new Stephen 


junkley claimed acquaintanceship with men who 


were not living in the county when the other 
Stephen Bunkley left. This created doubts which 
finally resulted in an indictment against the new 
comer for perjury. On this the county divided, 
then the district and finally the state. The 
intensest excitement prevailed,and the best lawyers 
of the day were engaged on either side. 


The claimant’s marvelous resemblance to 
stephen Bunkley—his amazing familiarity with 
the society, history, and gossip of the county, and 
hisearnest manner carried conviction to thou- 
sands, For fexample. A peculiar hair mark 
known by hundreds to have been on Stephen 
Bunkley,was found tobe on the claimant,and doubt 
less never on any human being save these two. 
Bunkley had lost one joint of his middle finger. So 
had the claimant, but, the boys who had played 
marbles with Stephen swore his right hand was 
maimed, while the claimant’s left finger was miss- 
ing. Bunkley had been pretty well educated, 
while the claimant was illiterate and declared he 
had even forgotten how to read while fighting his 
way about the world, 


As the excitement spread the story ofthe jail and 
the burial got abroad. It was found that a “‘Steph- 
en Bunk” had been. buried there, but the body 
could not be identifie®?. Then Gwinnett county 
was summoned to answer whether or not the 
Claimant was Barber. Most of the witnesses 
swore the claimant was Barber, but 
the father and mother of Elijah Barber, swore the 
claimant was not their son. While Walter S. Col 
quitt was addressing the jury for the prosecution, 
he observed the claimant holding a newspaper 
upside down. He fixed attention on this, and 
handing him a Bible said, “If he can read one 
verse in this book, we will surrender the case.’’ 
The claimant could not read it, and was convicted 
He served his sentence in the penitentiary and 
then liyed and died a good citizen. To the last 
opinion was divided and thousands died believing 
he was really Bunkley.

Merchants and Shippers’ Meeting. 

Yesterday morning at half past ten o’clock,about 
a hundred merchants met in-the chamber of com- 
merce, pursuant toacall to discussthe Georgia 
Midland. President Lowry took the chair, and in 
a few apt words stated that the object of the meet- 
ing was to secure the co-operation ofthe merchants 
in the building ofthe Georgia Midland road, the 
necessity offwhich to Atlanta is fadmitied on all 
sides, 

Mr. J. G. Oglesby then stated that in consultation 
with other friends ofthe enterprise among the 
merchants, a subscription paper for the merchants 
and shippers had been agreed upon by which the 
commerce of Atlanta would be protected, and 
through which it was hoped her commercial con- 
dition could be much improyed. He said that no 
man doubted the necessity of the road. All 
agreed that ~ we must have it. 
it were necessary to 
one hundred thousand dollars to get it, 
willing to make his share of the subscription a gift 
and secure the road for the general benefit it would 
be to Atlanta. But when he had considered Care- 
fully the commercial benefits that might spring to 
the city [from having one road coming into her 
gates that had been built by private subscription, 
and would be controlled by the merchants of Co- 
lumbus and ,of Atlanta, and not subject to the 
combinations that had made the other roads Sdis- 
criminate against cities that they shouldbuild up, 
Atlanta might well afford to give ten times one 
hundred thousand dollars to secure it. 

MR. AARON HAAS 
then said that the merchants and shippers would 
be perfectly safe in signing the subscriptron list. 
The list would be turned over to a committee of 
merchants who would see that its provisions were 
agreed upon before the list was surrendered to any- 
body. Andifthese provisions, which were just 
and equitable, and which he felt sure would meet 
with no objections, were not agreed upon, the list 
would be held for fnrther disposition of the subscrib- 
ers. He had subscribed $500, and was prepared to 
increase it to $5C0, and if nec essary, to evena 
larger figure. He feltthat every merchant in At- 
lanta ought to subscribe something, and he had 
no doubt that -they would do so, and that the 
money wou'd be promptly raised. 

Mr. Hf. W. Grady stated that while not a mer- 
chant heattended the me eting at the request of the 
committee. The general committee in charge of 
the work was more than willing that the merchants 
should make subscription lists oftheir own,and put 
above that list any reasonable, and just conditions 
that would protect their trade. He realized that 
the prosperity of the city was largely dependent 
upon the prosperity of its merchants, and that any 
paralysis which struck tbe city’s trade, would ex- 
tend throughout the body. All interests would 
unite there ‘fore in agreeing that this road, which is 
built primarily to extend our commerce, should be 
so guarded as not to injure it “He said that fifty 
thousand dollars had aivendy been raised not in- 
cluding the ten thousand dollars subscribed by 
Fayette county. That Fayette had agreed to add 
fifteen thousand more, and that a subscription of

by the people of Atlanta in addition to what had 
been given would make the enterprise secure. He 
said that he believed Atlanta had never started on 
ai enterprise on the success of which so much de- 
pended as on this, and that all classes must come 
together to carry itthrough. The Rome and Car- 
rollion roadis being builttothe .* tofus. A meeting 
vas held at Carrollton last geht at which the 
building of the road was assure d. We have infor- 
mation that makes it ce rtain that the Macon and 
Covington road will be built from Macon to 
Athens via Covington or Madison, and whether 
Atianta movesor not, the Georgia Midland will be 
built to Grifiin. Beyoud this commercial view the 
Georgia Midland should be built to show the world 
that Atianta is still determined, still able, and 
still willing totake care of herinterests. ‘‘Weare 
going toraise the money,” he said, ‘“‘and weare 
going to get the road.’’

He was so impressed with the importance of this 
road that he would subscribe one thousand dollars 
in the name of Oglesby & Meadov. 

Mr. T. L. Langston then said: ‘‘Put down Langs- 
ton & Woodson for one thousand dollars.’’ 

Mr. Phil Dodd added five hundred dollars to the 
subscription of P. & G, T. Dodd. 

Mr. F. E. Block subscribed five hundred “dollars. 

President Lowery stated that he had already 
subscribed two thousand dollars on the general 
list, but would have it transferred to the mer- 
chants’ list if desirable. 

Mr. W.L. Peel made the 
Maddox, Rucker & Co. 

Mr. M. C. Kiser made a similar statement for M. 
C. Kiser & Co, 

Mr. Crosby subscribed three hundred dollars for 
Chess, Carley & Co.
